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HISTORY. 


Oswego county was formed from Oneida and 
Onondaga counties, March 1, 1816. Its name 
is derived from “Ontiahantaque,” sand was 
called “Chonaquen” by the early French explor- 
ers. 

The portion lying west of Oswego River was 
taken from Onondaga and that lying east from 
Oneida. 

BOUNDARIES. 


Oswego County is bounded on the north by 
Lake Ontario and Jefferson County, on the east 
by Lewis and Oneida Counties, on the south by 
Oneida Lake, Onondaga and Cayuga Counties, 
on the west by Lake Ontario and Cayuga 
County. 

POSITION AND EXTENT, 


Oswego County is situated upon the south- 
east extremity of Lake Ontario, centrally distant 
from Albany 135 miles, and contains 960 square 
miles. It is about 434 N. Latitude and 76 de- 
grees west Longitude. 


RELIEF. 


Its surface is generally undulating. A series 
of blufis 20 to 40 feet high border immediately 
upon the lake; and from their tops the land ex- 
tends in long and gradual slopes, oceasionally 
broken by the river valleys. 
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Alow ridge extending in an easterly and west- 
erly direction, from three to seven miles north 
of Oneida Lake, forms the watershed between 
Lakes Ontario and Oneida. 

Tn the enst part of the county this ridge turns 
northward aa viitea with & system of high- 
lands, whieh separates Lake Ontario and the 
Black River valley. 

The highest point of this range is in the town 
of Redfield, where it is about 1,500 feet above 
sen level. The drainage indicate that the 
general inclination is northerly, though the sum- 
mits of the ridge within half a mile of the lake 
have about the same altitude asdhiose upon the 
south border of the county, 


DRAINAGY, 


The county is drained by the Oswego, Oneida 
and Salmon Rivers, and numerous creeks. 

The Osweyo River is formed hy the junction 
of the Seneca and Oneida Rivers at Three 
River Point, in the town of Schroeppel, and 
flows northwest into Lake Ontario. Tt ig 28 
miles long, aud falls 128 feet in its course, in 
several distinct falls, each of which furnishes 
excellent water power. 

Oneida River is the outlet to Oneida Lake, 
ig 20 miles in length, falls about 13 feet in its 
course, and flows into the Oswepo River. 

Satatow Rrvex rises in the north of Redfield, 
anil flows south, and then west through Orwell, 
Albion and Richland into Lake Ontario, 
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Saumon Creek rises in Amboy, flows in a 
northwesterly direction through Parish and 
Mexico, into Lake Ontario. 

Lirrvrie Saxpy Orerk vises in Redfield, and 
flows west through Boylston and Sandy Creek 
into Lake Ontario. 

Deur Crvex rises in Sandy Creek and Rich- 
land, and flows west into Lake Ontario. 

Griypsroxe Crepk rises in Albion, and flows 
northwest through Richland into the lake. 

Syake Creek rises in Albion, and flows through 
the south part of Richland into the lake, 

Sace Crerx rises in the eastern part of 
Mexico, and flows northwest into the lake. 

Burrere.y Creex rises in south New Haven, 
and flows through the east part of that tow 
into the lake. 

Carvisn Creek rises in Bast Palermo, and 
flows north through New Haven into the lake, 

Srriva Broox Creek rises in New Haven, and 
flows north into the lake. 

Nive Mixx Creuxk rises in Scriba, and flows 
north into the lake, 

Svone Orexx rises in Seriba, and flows north- 
west into the lake. 

Wine Crerk rises in Scriba, and flows north 
through Oswego city into the lake. 

Rice Creek rises in the north of Granby, and 
ae northwest through Oswego Town into the

Swaxe Crenk No, 2 rises in the town of Osweev, 
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and flows northwest into the lake. 

Mup Creme rises in Redfield, and flows into 
Salmon River. 

Sourn Brancu Creek rises in Amboy, and 
flows south-west and north-west through south 
Parish, north-west corner of West Monroe and 
north-east corner of Hastings, into Salmon 
Creek. 

Croppen Crerk rises in the east part of Pal- 
ermo, and flows south through Hastings into 
Oneida River. 

Suanry Creek rises in the north part of 
Hastings, and flows south through West Mon- 
roe into Oneida Lake. 

Rose Creex rises nent Hastings Center, and 
flows south into the mouth of Oneida Lake. 

Piss Creek rises in Palermo, and flows south 
through Schra:ppel into Oneida River. 

Scorr Crerk rises in Volney, aud flows 
through the south-west part of Palermo, and 
Schroeppel, into Oneida River, It flows 
through Peter Scott's swamp, 

Scrma Cenex rises in south Amboy, and flows 
south through Constantin into Oneida Lake, 
Tt receives a tributary from West Monroe. 

Brack Creer rises in Constantia, and flows 
south into Oneida Lake at Cleveland. 

Ox Creek rises in Granby, and flows east 
into Oswego River. 
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LAKES. 


The principal bodies of water are lakes Onta- 
rio and Oneida, Lake Ontario constitutes the 
north-west boundary of the county, and pre- 
sents an almost unbroken coast line for a dis- 
tance of 40 niiles within the limits of the coun- 
ty. Little sandy pond, in the town of Sandy 
Creek, is the only considerable indentation. The 
mouth of Oswego river furnishes a valuable 
harbor, the only one of importance in the coun- 
ty. Ibis 180 miles lony and about 60 miles 
wide. Its outlet is St. Lawrence river. 

Oneida Lake constitutes a portion of the 
southern boundary, is 124 feet higher than Lake 
Ontario, is 20 miles long, about 5 miles wide, 
60 feet being its greatest. depth, and contains 
57,000 acres, Its outlet is Oneida River. 

Lake Neatahwanta (signifging, “The little 
lake near the great lake,”) near the center of 
the east part of the town of Granby, covers an 
area of B00 acres, Tt is a very beantiful sheet 
of water, situated near the Oswego Falla fair 
grounds, and its outlet flows into Oswego 
River. 

Painter Lake is situated on the boundary line 
between Amboy and Constantia, and its outlet 
is Black Creek, which flows into Oneida Lake. 

Kibbys Lake is a small body of water having 
n» ontlet, situated in the sonthern part of Con- 
atantin, 

There are nomerons ponds throughout the 
county, which have only a local interest, 
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SOL. 


The rocks of the county consist of Loraine 

shales, in the north part on the luke; the gray 
sand-stone, extending from the north-west cor- 
nev to nen the center; the medina, or red sand- 
stone, bordering on the last, and comprising 
inore than one third of the county, and the 
jlinton prowp of shales, slate and sandstone, 
occupying the extreme south border. These 
rocks are exposed only in the north-east part, 
and along the river courses, being generally 
covered with a thin mass of drift and alluvial 
deposits, consisting of sand, gravel and clay. 
The gray sandstone is hard and compact and 
the soil npon it is thin and poor, The Loraine 
shales form the basis of the strongest and 
richest soils in the county. The red sandstone 
crops out on the banks of all the streams which 
pass through the region which it occupies: 

Weak brine springs are found associated with 
this red sandstone throughout the. county. 
The (Clinton group consists of parallel layers, 
or beds of shale, and red and gray sand-stone. 
This is the same geological formation in which 
is found the principal iron ore beds of Penn- 
aylyania and Oneida county; and throughout 
the formation m the county iron ore is found. 

A fine quartz sand is fonnd along the north 
shore of Oneida Lake, which is extensively used 
in the manufacture of glass. The soil of the 
sandy portions is light and weak, while the clay 
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portions ave hard and tough. Where these are 
mixed a rich, deep soil is the result. 

Along the east border of the county are great 
quantities of hmestone boulders, which modify 
the soil of that region. 

The marshes are generally composed of beds 
of black muck and other vegetable matter, and 
form the richest kind of natural meadow when 
trained and cultivated. 

TOWNS. 

Albion was taken from Richland, Mareh 24, 
1825. Its surface is level or undulating; the 
summits of the ridges are 50 to 100 feet above 
the valleys, and the highest point is 392 feet 
above Lake Ontario. 

Salmon River flows through the north part 
of the town. In the north-east part are two or 
three small ponds. 

The soil consists of deposits of sand and 
gravel, and is of medium quality. 

The first school was taught by Sylvia Breed, 

Amboy was formed from Williamstown, March 
25,1830. The surface is rolling aud slopes 
gently toward the south. 

Its highest point is about 450 feet above Lake 
Ontario. Inthe south and west parts there 
iwe numerous small lakes and ponds, the prin- 
tipal of which are Painter Lake and North and 
South Ponds. The soil is principally a sandy 
or gravelly loam and in most parts the land is 
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quite stony, though if is heing much improved. 

The villages ave: Amboy Center and West 
Amboy. 

The name of the first teacher was Cynthia 
Stoddard. 

Boylston was formed from Orwell, Feb. 7, 1828, 
Tt was named trom Thomas Boylston, who held, 
for a few hours, the title of a traet since 
known as the “Boylston Purchase.” Its sur- 
face is volling in the center and east, and mod- 
erntely hilly in the wext. Tta highest points 
ave 700 to S00 feet above tide, and generally 
inclines to the west. The soil in the north and 
west parts is a productive loam; but in the 
sonth and east is light and thin, Boylston is 
the principal village, and is situated in the 
north-west part of the town. 

Polly Alport taught the first school, 

Gonstantia, named by the proprietor, George 
Soriba, was formed from Mexico, April 8, 1808. 
Tt lies on the north shore of Oneida Lake in the 
south-east comer of the county. Tts surface is 
generally level, being slightly inclined to the 
south, The principal streams are Seriba and 
Black Creek, flowing into Oneida Lake, The 
soil consists of clay, gravel, sand and yegetable 
mould, and is generally fertile. A large portion 
of the town is not subdued, thera being con- 
siderable of the interior yet unsettled, 

Frenchman's Islind belongs to this town, 
and is situated in Oneida Lake, about four 
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tniles Hom Constantia village. Tt is a very 
popular pleasure resort. in the summer season, 
and is at present owned by a Prof. Wright, of 
New York city. Tt contains about 28 acres. 
It is said that during the French Revolution of 
1793, a young Frenchman, the Count St. Hilary 
and his bewutiful and accomplished wife, were 
driven to our shores (as many of the French 
Nobility were). As Oneida Lake was part of 
the erent thoroughfare to the wert then, they, 
When reaching it, were attracted by the island 
Where they landed, and “here in the deep soli- 
tude of nature, they enjoyed for many months 
perfect peace and ‘quietude, Their place of 
residence was at length discovered by Chan- 
tellor Livinestone, wha had formerly enjoyed 
the cleyant hospitalities of the lady's family at 
Paris. He yisited them in their rural home, 
ind after spending a short time with them he 
prevailed upon them to return with him to his 
Inansion upon the Hudson. There they con- 
tinued to reside until Bonaparte had put an 
end to the reion of terror, and restored much 
vf the contiscated property to the exiles of the 
Revolution, when they returned to France. 
Several years after as Livingstone stood wpon 
the banks of the Seine, amidst a crowd of dis- 
finguished Parisiang, to witness the first exper- 
iment of Robert Fulton in steam navigation, he 
Wis recognized by the Goant, who at once took 
him to his residence, and treated him during 
his stay at Paris as a generous benefactor fe 
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an honored guest. Livingston’s mansion upon 
the Hudson, and the first steam-boat of Fulton 
and Livingston, were both named in honor of 
the lady’s family ‘Clermont.’ ” 

Cleveland, Bernhard’s Bay, Constantia, (on- 
stantia Center, North Constantia and Gayville, 
are villayes in the town. 

Granby was formed from Hannibal, April 20, 
1818. It lies on the west bank of Oswego 
Kiiver, in the south-west part of the county, 
Its surface is rolling and inclines to the north. 
east, Oswego Riyer flows through a valley 
from 30 to 60 feet below the level of the town; 
and within the town it falls 40 feet. 

Ox Creek, Six Mile Creek, and the outlet to 
Lake Neatahwanta, are in this town. The soil 
is generally a gravelly or sandy lomm. 

Battle Island is in Oswego River, about four 
miles below the falls. 

Oswego Falls is the principal village, and 
Granby Center, South Granby, Bowens Cor- 
ners, Dexterville and West Granby are hamlets. 

Benjamin Robinson taught the first school in 
1812. 

Hannibal was formed from Lysander, Feb. 28, 
1806, and embraced all of Oswego County that 
was taken from Onondaga; Oswego and Granby 
were taken off in 1818, Its surface is generally 
undulating, the ridges being 30 to 50 feet 
above the valleys. In the east part are several 
swamps. A salt spring is found in the north- 
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west corner, The soil is a rich sandy and 
eravelly loam. Hannibal, Hannibal Center, 
Fairdale and Hull’s Corners are the villages, 
and Wheelers, and Kinneys Four Corners are 
hamlets. 

Laura Kent taught the first school in 1810. 

Hastings was formed from Constantia, April 
20, 1825, It lies upon the north shore of 
Oneida River, Its surface is level or undulat- 
ing, its northern boundary being about 75 feet 
above Oneida Lake. Soil is clay, sand and 
Bravelly loom. Brine springs are found in 
several pasts of the town; the principal one 
being in the Cvit Dist. In the north-west part 
Is a tamarack swamp of about five acres, in which 
isa large spring extending to an unknown 
depth. Tt is commonly called “The Bear's 
Wallow.” 

_ Central Square, Hastings, Caughdenoy, Has- 
tings Center, Mallory and Little France, are 
the villages. Fort Brewerton is located in the 
south part of the town at the mouth of Oneida 

ake, where relics of warfare may be found, 

The first school was taught by Patrick Vick- 
ery at Canghdenoy. 

Mexico was formed from Whitestown, Apvil 10, 
1792, as a part of Herkimer County, and was 
all that: part of Oswego County east of Oawego 
River, and parts of Oneida, Lewis and Joffer. 
son Counties; but previous to the year 1838, 
Camden, Champion, Redfield, Turin, Water 
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town, Lowville, Adams, Loraine, Wiliamstown, 
Volney, Constantia, New Haven, and Parish 
were taken off and organized as separate towns. 

Tts surface is gently rolling, and is well 
watered by copious streams; the principal of 
which are Little Salinon anil Sage Creeks, 

The soilis for the wost parts gravel aml 
clay and very productive: there being hardly a. 
foot of waste Imud in town. Mexico is the prin- 
cipal village. It was ineorporated in 1851, and 
is a very thriving town. Tf contains the famous 
‘Mexico Academy,” where many noble charac- 
ters have been trained. 

The grounds of the Oswego County Agricul. 
tural Society are located near the village. The 
County Poor Howse and Asylum are also located 
on n favm a short distance west of the village. 

Golosse, in the south-east part, Texas near 
the mouth of the Little Salmon, aud Union 
Square, in the east part, and Prattsville are 
amall villages, 

Sanford Douglas taught the first school at 
Colosse in 1806. 

New Haven was formed from Mexico, April 2, 
1813.- It les upon the shore of Lake Ontario 
and its surface is rolling and generally smooth, 
Ti is watered by Spring Brook, Catfish and 
Butterfly Creeks; all of which tlow into Lake 
Ontario. 

There are two extensive marshes, one near 
the mouth of Butterfly Creck in the north-east 
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part of the town, the other in the south-west 
part. 

The soil is principally sandy or gravelly loam, 
and in some parts of the town the land is quite 
stony, though generally under a good state of 
cultivation, 

Fruit is extensively 
apples and strawberries. ; 

New Haven is the principal village, situated 

near the central part of the town on Catfish 
reek. Butterfly is a post-oflice near the east 
line of the town. Dempster is a station situat 
ed on the R. W. & O Railroad, about one mile 
hovth uf New Haven village, and is quite a bus- 
mess center, 


Hariet Raton taught the first school in 1806. 
Orwell was formed from Richland, Feb. 28, 
1817, and Boylston was taken off in 1828. 
The surface inclines to the south-west, its 
east border being 300 to 500 feet above its west, 
und 700 to 1,000 feet higher than Lake Ontario. 
Tt is quite hilly and considerably byoken by deep 
ravines of the streams, Sahnon River’ flows 
through the town, over a rocky bed, im a series 
of rapids shout two miles, where it falls over 1 
precipice 110 feet; perpendicular. The banks 
of the stream below the falls are 200 feet high. 
The soil is a sravelly loam, there being con- 
siderable of the eastern portion of the town 
that is vet uncultivated, ; 
Orwell is the principal village. Pekin is a 


cultivated, especially 
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small hamlet in the south part of the town. 

Jesse Aiken taught the first school m 1510. 

Oswego was formed from Hannibal, April 20, 
1818. It lies upon the shore of Lake Ontario, 
on the west side of the river. Its surface is 
rulling, ending in a bloff shore upon the lake. 
The streams are the Fight Mile, Rice, Snake, 
and Minetto Creeks. A fall in Oswego River 
in this town affords guod water power. The 
soil is of a gravelly loam, there being many 
parts of the town that are very stony. 

Minetto and South-West Oswego are the 
principal villages. 

The first school was taucht by Susan Newell 
in 1813. 

Palermo was formed from Volney, April 4, 1832. 
It lies just south-west of the center of the 
county, and its surface is gently undulating. 

The streams are Scott's and Fish Creeks. 
The soil is generally a sandy loam and in some 
parts not very fertile. 

Palermo, situated near the central part of 
of the town, Vermillion, near the line of New 
Hayen, and East Palermo are the villages. 

Harriet Easton taught the first school in 
1812. 

Parish, named in honor of George Parish, who 
urchased the town prior to its settlement, was 
‘ormed from Mexico, March 20, 1828, It is a 

little south-east of the center of the county; sur- 
face is undulating, soil is moderately good, and 
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in many pete the land is rongh and stony. 

The valley in the west part is 246 feet. whove 
Lake Ontario, and the east summits are twenty- 
five to fifty feet higher. The streams are Sul 
mon Creek and its tributaries. 

Parish is the principal village, on the line wt 
the R. W. & O. R. R. 

The first school house was built in 1808, ut 
an expense of $15. Samuel Phileo wus the 
first teacher, 

Redfield was taken from Mexico as a port uf 
Oneida County, March 14, 1800, The town of 
“Greenborough” was erected Feb, 21, 1843, 
but was re-annexed March 1, 1848, in conse 
quence of fraudulent practices with regaxd to 
assessments upon the lands of non-residents. 
It is the north-east corner town of the oountiy, 

_its surface is hilly in the south; but in the 
north it spreads out into a high plateau 800 to 
1,000 feet above tide. 

The town is drained by the Salmon Kivev, 
along which is a wide intervale, the soil of which 
is of a sandy loam, of good quality. In other 
parts of the town the soil is generally thin und 
moderately fertile. A great part of the town is 
yet unsettled, and the uplands are cold snd 
uninviting., 

Redfield, situated on Salmon River, in the 
south part of the town, is a small village. 
Sexvenibccaeh is a post-office in the north west 
P 
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The first school was taught by Rev. Joshua 
Johnson, who also organized the first church. 

Richland was formed from Williamstown, as a 
pat of Oneida County, Feb. 20, 1807. Orwell 
was taken off in 1817, Sandy Creek and Albion 
in 1825, a part of Mexico in 1886, and part of 
Orwell in 1844. Tt lies upon the shore of Lake 
Ontario north of the central part of the county. 
The surface is gently rolling or level, broken 
by deep ravines of streams. The east part is 
250 above Lake Ontario, and Pulaski village 
131 feet above, giving to the town a decidedly 
westerly inclination. 

The principal streams are Salmon River, 
Deer and Stone Creeks, upon which are falls 
furnishing water power. Spring brookis a 
small stream flowing from several large springs 
in the east part of the town, and in the course 
of three miles falls 150 feet. The springs are 
perpetual. 

‘The soil is of a sandy lonm, with some’ clay 
in the south-west, aud is generally fertile. 

Pulasid, on Salmon River, is the largest. vil- 
lage in the town, being the half shire town of 
the county. It contains Pulaski Academy. 
Port Ontario, near the mouth of Salmon Riyer, 
Holmesville in the south part, Sellark at the 
month of the river, and Richland Station are 
the villages. 

Milly Ellis.taught the first school in 1808. 

Sandy Greek was forme from Richland, March 
24, 1825. Itis situated in the north part of 
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the county on Lake Ontario, The surface is 
rolling and inclines to the west; its east border 
being 500 feet above the lake. The drainage is ef- 
fected by Little Sandy Creek and many smaller 
streams. Little Sandy Pond, » portion of Lake 
Ontario, les principally within the town. The 
soil consists of a gravelly loam, and is generally 
productive. 

Sandy Creek and Lacona are the principal 
villages, 

The first school was taught at the house of 
George Harding, by his daughter, in 1807-8. 

Schreppel was taken from Volney, April 4, 1832. 
It lies m the south part of the county, at the 
Junction of Oneida and Oswego Rivers. The 
surface is gently rolling or level, being watered 
by Scott and Fish Creeks, and many smaller 
Streams. A swamp,extends from the mouth of 
Fish Creek to the north border of the town, 
known as Seott’s Swamp. 

The soil is a rich sandy loam and clay, being 
very productive. Some of the best farms in 
the county are found in this town. 

Phoonix is the largest village; Gilbertsville, 
Pennellville and Hinmanyille are small villayes. 

The first school was taught by Horatio Sweet, 
at Three River Point in 1813. 

Scrita, named in honor of George Seriba, the 
original proprietor of this and several adjoining 
towns, was taken from the present town of Vol- 
hey, as 9 part of Oneida County, April 5, 1811. 
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it lies upon Lake Ontario and the east bank 
of Oswego River, Its surface is rolling, the 
‘ides extending north and south, and elevated 
100 to 180 feet above the lake. 

It is drained by Black Creek, flowing south, 
and Nine Mile, Four Mile, and Wine Creeks, 
flowing north, The soil is gravelly and sandy 
loam, very stony in places and moderately fer- 
tile, 

Suriba, near the center, and North Seriba, in 
the north part, are the principal villages in 
{own 

Benjamin Robinson taught the first school in 
1804, 

Volney, named in honor of Volney, the French 
author, who visited the town in 1808, was 
formed as a part of Mexico, as a part of Oneida 
County, March 21, 1806. Sceriba, Schroeppel 
und Palermo were afterward taken off. 

It is situated upon the east side of Oswego 
Tiiver; its surface is undulating, with high, 
steep banks bordering upon the river. The 
ridges are 50 to 100 feet aboye the valleys, and 
100 10 200 feet above the Oswego River. 

‘The red sandstone crops out on the banks of 
the viver, and is extensively quarried for build- 
ing stone. The falls in the river furnish an 
immense amount of water power, 

The soil is a sandy and gravelly loam. 

Fulton, named in honor of Robert Fulton, on 
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Oswego River, 12 miles from its mouth, is the 
largest village in the town, and the largest in 
the county. Seneca Hill, in the north-west cor- 
ner of the town, and Volney Center, near the 
center, are small villages. 
_ Miss A. Waterhouse taught the first school 
in 1800. 

West Monroe was formed from Constantia, 
March 21, 1889, lies upon the north shore of 
Oneida Lake, south-east of the center of the 
county. The surface is marshy in the south, 
and broken, hilly and stony in the north, A 
marsh on the bank of the lake covers an area of 
nearly 1,000 aeres. The goil is a medium qual- 
ity of clay, sandy and gravelly loam. 

est Mone is a small village in the south 

part of the town, on the O. & W. BR. R. 
ae Barnes taught the first school in 


Williamstown was formed from Mexico, as a 
yas of Oneida County, March 24, 1804. Rich- 
and and Amboy were subsequently taken off. 
It lies near the center of the east border of the 
county, and the surface is undulating on the 
south, but broken and stony in the west, and 
moderately hilly in the east. 

At is drained by the head branches of Salmon 
River and Fish Creek, flowing into Oneida 
Lake. The soil is moderately fertile, sandy or 
gravelly loam. 
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Williamstown, on Fish Creek, in the south 
part, is the largest village; Kasoag, a little west 
of the center, is a station on the R, W. & O.

Oswego is the only city in the county, was in- 
coiporated asa villaze March 24, 1828, and 
became a city in 1848. 

It is situated on Lake Ontario, at the mouth 

of Oswego River, that stream dividing it into two 
parts, known as “East” and “West” side re 
Spectively. 
_ The river is bordered upon each side by a 
ndge which rises in gradual slopes to a hight 
of about 100 feet, and ends in bluffs on the 
lake shore 40 to 50 feet high, 

The south border is skirted by a bluff about 
160 feet higher than the lake; indicating an 
imeient Inke or sea beach. 

The river falls 34 feet within the city, thus 
affording one of the finest facilties for water 
power in the world. The mouth of the river 
admits lake vessels of the largest size, and the 
erection of piers and a light-house renders it 
one of the finest harbors on the lake; these 
taken with canal and railroad facilities give to 
the city a great commercial value. The east 
and west banks of the river are connected by 
two bridges built: by the city. 

¢ Government building is a magnificient 
structure built of Cleveland Sandstone, and is 
fire-proof, It contains the Custém House, Post 
Office and United States Court Room. 
The city also contains a State Normal School, 
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City Library, Orphan Asylum, Court House and 


Fort Ontario, situated on a bloff on the east 
side of the river, overlooking the harbor and 
lake, was first built by the English at the be- 
ginning of the French and Indian war in 1753. 

+ has been re-built, and is now garrisoned by. 
U.S. Troops. It is one of the objects of inter- 
est of Oswego County, though many residents 
haye never seen it. 

The Oswego Starch Factory is the largest of 
its kind in the world, and is mana; : 
Kingsford & Son. There are sev elevators 
in the city in connection with its milling indus- 
try, the capacity of which renders Oswego the 
best, receiving port on the lake. 

Fulton is the largest village in the county, and 
is the center of great business activity, It is 
situated on the Oswego River in Volney, and is 
4 market for the products of many farmers of 
the adjoining country—especially cheese. The 
celebrated be tt is located here. 

Population 3,941. 

Oswego Falls, just opposite from Fulton, is par- 
ticularly noted for its factories, which manufac- 
ture knit goods, cloths and fabries. An army 
af operatives are employed, and an extensive 
business is done. Population 1,831. 

Pulaski is situated in the town of Richland, 
on Salmon River, and is the half shire town of 
county. Besides the Court House and Jail, it

here is in a flourishing condition, Tt also con- 
tains numerous manufacturing establishments.

Mexico is one of the most beautiful villages in 
the State, situated near the center of the town 
of Mexico, on Sahnon Creek, and contains 
Several manufacturing establishments, among 
which the Flour and Feed Mills are the most im 
portant. It contains the renowned Mexico Acad- 
emy, which at present is very prosperous. Pop- 
tation 1,500. 

Phoenix, a growing village, is situated in the 
town of Schreeppel, on the Oswego River, and 
is fast being developed as a raanufacturing town. 
Caskets are made and shipped to all parta of 
the world. Cutlery is also manufactured. 

The people take an unusual interest in 
Schools, which is evinced by the condition of 
Phenix Academy. Population 1,812. 

Bandy Creek is a thriving village located in the 
town of Sandy Creek, on Little Sandy Oreek. 
Tt has extensive marble works and many grow: 
Ing industries, among which manufacturing is 
not the least. Considerable attention is paid 
to schools. Population 951. 

Lacona is a business town situated near Sandy 
Creek village, and has a population of 378. 

Cleveland village is situated in the east part of

For the past 
few years unusual interest has been taken in 
school matters, and since the organization of a 
Union School, increased interest is shown by 
the results. 

Constantia is a beautiful village situated on 
Oneida Lake, in the town of Constantia, and is 
quite a favorite pleasure resort in the summer. 
Lumbering is the principal business. It con- 
tains a few “land marks” of the once famous 
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“Rotterdam,” its former name. The interest 
taken in schools is to be commended. 

Williamstown is the principal village in the town 
of the same name and is fast being built up. 

It is a lively business town and takes a go0d 
degree of interest in schools. 

Minetto and South West Oswego are two thviy- 
ing villages in Oswego town, und show partic- 
ular interest in educational matters.

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PULLIC SCHOOL MONEY. 

“Owing toa changein the school law last 
winter, the public school moneys of the state 
are appcrtioned to fhe several districts in two 
ways, viz: “District quota.” and “average 
daily attendance”. 

The “district quota” is determined annually, 
on or before the 20th day of January, by divid- 
inv the agerepate anonnt apportioned for that 
purpose, by the number of teachers employed 
durmg the previous year, in the several dis- 
tricts, for the prescribed legal term of twenty- 
eight weeks. The amount apportioned to each 
teacher this year was $44.94, 

The amount due the county on account of 
“average attendance” is then apportioned among 
the several districts by the school commiission- 
ers of the county, who meet for that purpose 
on the third Tuesday of March in each year.” 

The State school moneys for this year are 
derived from the following sources :

DISTRICT MEETINGS. 

“An annual school meeting of each school dis- 
trict shall be held the last Tuesday of August 
in each year, and unless the hour and place 
thereof shall have been fixed by a vote of a 
previous district meeting, the same shall be 
held in the school house at seven o'clock in the 
evening, : 

Districts éoutnining three hundyed or more 
children shall bold such election on the Wednes- 
day next following the last Tuesday in Au- 
pust in each year, between the hours of twelve 
o'clock, mid-lay, and four o'clock in the after 
noon. 

The school year expires on the twentieth day 
of August in each year, 

The trustees of each school district shall, be- 
tween the last Tuesday of Angust and the first 
Tuesday of September, in each year, make and 
direct to the school commissioner a report in 
writing, dated on the twentieth day of Auenst 
of the year in which it wasmade and shall sign 
and certify it, and deliver it to the derk of the 


town in which the school district is situated, 
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The annual meeting of the Board of Bauea- 
tion of every Union ‘school, shall he held on the 
first Tuesday of September in each year.” 

By the Jaws of 1881, there are three classes 
of persons who may vote, as follows: 

I “Every person (male or female), who is a 
resident of the district, of the age of twenty- 
one years, entitled to hold lands in the state, 
who either owns or hives real estate in the dis- 
trict liable fo taxation for school purposes.” 

It “Every citizen of the United States (male 
or female), above the age of twenty-one years, 
who is a resident of the district, and who owns 
any personal property assessed on the last pre- 
ceeding assessinent roll of the town, exceeding 
fifty dollars in value, exclusiye of such as is ex- 
einpt from execution.” 

UI. “Every citizen of the United States, 
(male or female,) who is above the age of twenty- 
one years, who is a resident of the district, and’ 
who has yermanently residing with him, or 
her, a child or children of school age, some one 
or more of whom have attended the school of 
the district for a period of at least eight weeks 
within the year preceeding the time at which 
the vote is offered.”
